As noted therein, and as argued on page 5, 3 rd paragraph of Appellant's 
brief, the claimed invention requires flowable, nondigestible oil compositions that have a 
Consistency (K) of less than about 50 P.sec (n " 1) within the temperature range of 20° C 
to 40° C whereas the closest prior art, the Elsen et al patent (US 5,422,131 ), does not 
set forth the Consistency of the nondigestible oil compositions thereof.
